They are entitled to no 
sympathy from the public which has had to 
pay high prices in the past for their benefit, 
or from the business community ‘whose le- 
gitimate methods they have systematically 
violated. The demolition of such an at- 
tempt at monopoly by private combination 
is, in fact, a general benefit, and ought to 
serve asa salutary desson to daring specu- 
lators. \

A MUNICIPAL REVOLUTION. 

To-appreciate, the full significance of the 
work dotte by the Mayor and Aldermen 
yesterday it is necessary to bear ‘in mind 
what would have been.the:probable com- 
plexion of the City Government’ had. it 
been left undone: In’ another three 
weeks ‘New-York will have a new Mayor, 
elected, it is. true, simply because he 
‘was nominated in a ‘' Presidential year,’’ 
but, by ».the, very. weakness _ of his 
hold upon public respect, ewing all the more 
to the man who was publicly responsible for 
his nomination—Joun Keuty. Without 
stopping to inquire whether Mr..Gracm was 
really Judge Dononvun’s man, and whether 
he was willing to renominate Mr. Keuiy as 
Controller, it is plain that he would have oc- 
cupied a most embarrassing position in 
attempting to do anything else, and 
that he. would, in all probability, 
have concluded to take the course to which 
political obligation .and ‘partisan necessity 
alike impelled him. Joun Kxguxy, in fact, 
had he been allowed to ‘hold over’’ till the 
Ist of January; would have been able not 
only. to bend the Mayor ‘%o his pur- 
poses, but would have held a . posi- 
tion from. which he could © dictate 
‘the composition and the conduct of 
_every department of the City Government. 
The mere. fact of being allowed to. retain 
his position -would have demonstrated his 
power to control the new Board of Alder- 
men, would have secured his continued 
supremacy in Tammany Hall, and would 
have prolonged his official existence, and all 
that it implies, for another four years. 

It is hardly necessary to recall the fact

LEADERSHIP IN THH HOUSH#. 

What. is called public opinion: in’ Wash- 
ington is much exercised just at present over 
a question which has a. quasi-national im- 
portance, . but. which, from» the Wash- 
ington. point of view, is much more nar- 
row .than. would ‘be. supposed. . It is the 
leadership. of the Republican Party in 
the House of’ Representatives. So lomg 
as the gentleman who is now the President- 
elect was present in the House, he was ac: 
cepted in some sort as the leadet of: the mi- 
nority, a position to which he succeeded 
with little opposition on the nemoval of 
Mr. Buatns. He had many qualities 
which . fitted. him .for the,» work which 
fell into his ‘hands; and yet he was 
the foremost Republican member rather than 


-an acknowledged leader.. He.had experience, 


which, of itself, is indispensable. He had 
on. most questions, courageous independence 
of judgment, a well-informed mind, breadth 
of view, the power of perstasive and con- 
vincing speech, and the hearty respect of 
both his friends and his opponents, On 
most subjects which he had mastered—and 
there have been very few of any importance 
that he has not* mastered—he ‘was always 
listened to with genuine attention, His 
conduct, with slight exception, during 
the long.and tedious struggle over the

dentof the United States, and that he (Warr- 
THORNE) for one would see to it that he was 
inaugurated. This is certainly very hand- 
some of Mr. WHITTHORNE, and. we do not 
doubt that he was surprised and disappointed 
that the official report of his speech was not 
duly punctuated with ‘‘applause on the 
‘Republicat’ side of the chamber,’ Mr. 
WHITTHORNE’s. magnanimous. attitude, 
we are glad to say, is that of many other 
prominent Democrats. Senator Wapz Hamp- 
TON, it is :well known, has boldly proclaimed 
his belief in Garrreip’s honest and legal 
election. This declaration, coming from a 
man who is usually disposed to try the effect 
of a rifle club before yielding any political 
point, was greeted by the entire Democratic 
press with shouts of acclamation.

There‘is, however, in the corner toward: the 
avenué a small table just large enough for 
One ‘man ‘to use, and so situated that the 
diner is compelled to sit with his back to the 
rest of the room. ‘This’ fact, together with 
- the lack of sunlight in the corner, has made 
the table in. question unpopular, and it: is 
rarely used by the regular patrons of the 
restaurant. 
About a year ago Mr. MacGinnis began to 
be troubled. with complaints of the ineffi- 
ciency of his. waiters,..He had always prided 
himself on employing the very. best men in 
the business, and had insisted upon strict 
observance of rules'and careful attentiqn to 
guests, The waiters were. provided with 
paper and pencils, and were directed to re- 
ceive only. written orders for food and 
beverages, and to avoid speaking except 
when answering questions. So. well were 
the. waiters trained that any well-founded 
complaint against them. was almost un- 
known until the beginning of last year, when 
® stranger, evidently an Englishman, came 
to Mr. MacGinnis and coniplained that a 
waiter had taken his order for ham and eggs 
and had never brotight those appetizing 
delicacies. Strict inquiry by Mr. MacGinnis 
was met. by a. denial on the part of every 
waiter that the Englishman had given any 
order whatever. One waiter deposed that 
he had presented paper and pencil to him, 
but that the Englishman had repulsed him 
with the ‘remark that he: ‘‘’ad hordered.”’ 
Failing to discover the culprit, Mr. Mac- 
Ginnis told the waiters collectively not to 
do-it again; and dismissed ‘the matter from 
his mind. 
This, howevér,: proved to be only the first 
of a long seriesof complaints of precisely 
the same character, Men came to Mr. Mac- 
Ginnis in great exasperation, complaining 
that’a waiter had taken their orders and 
‘vanished. ‘ Several times Mr. MacGinnis 
caused the whole force of waiters to be sum- 
moned,; and requested the aggrieved guest to 
point out the guilty man, but in every case 
the guest failed to do it. It gradually 
dawned upon Mr. MacGinnis’s mind that 
there was something very: mysterious about 
the matter, and he set himself to watch 
every. strange face that entered his 
‘establishment, in order to perceive any 
possible shortcomings on. the part of 
the waiters.

mationists.. After they had burned the remains of 
thelr kindred.,and friends they did not know. 
strangely enough, what to do with the ashes. They 
seem never to have thought of imitating the an- 
tique fashion, which has been at last recommended 
by the society of that city.’ Tne Crematory Tem- 
ple, as it is--called, is now to have: an annex, very 
much like: thé: Columibaria, which all visitors to 
Rome will remember to have seen: on the Appian 
Way. The annex is to be arranged after the same 
manner, with small niches to contain urns, in which 
the ashes of the dead are to be placed, Something 
of a similar sort. is talked of in. Paris, which has 
had for generations a strong leaning toward every- 
thing classic, and which. is pleased to corisider itself 
the modern Athens, plus all the modern (French) 
improvements, Wherever cremation is adopted 
urn-burial should; for convenience. and consisten- 
cy’s sake, be its accompaniment.

MR, McCULLOUGH’S BENEFIT. — 

Mr, Jobn MeCallough was honored by 4 
benefit performance at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre, 
and a large audience was present to show by its 
enjoyment and ite applause a fitting appreciation 
of the oceasion. The popular actor made his first 
appearance during his present engagement as 
Bratus in John Howard Payne’s familiar and in- 
teresting play, and the performance was supple- 
mented by “Katherine and Petruchio,” with Mr, 
¥. B. Warde as Petruchio and Miss Kate Forsyth as 
Katherine. Both plays gave great pleasure, and 
the night ‘was in evéry way memorable: 

The character of Brutus is a Roman figure of the 
noblest mold,.a type of the antique hero, and a 
representative of virile and perfect manhood. As 


» depicted in -Payne’s drama, it . presents a wide 


scope to the actor, its phases being marked and 
strongly contrasted, while its general purposd is 
full of tragic and pictorial suggestions. Mr. Mo 
Cullough ‘entered freely and sympathetically inte 
the identity, and impersonated it with force, 
impressiveness, and marked variety of effect, 
In the third act. his lack of real... powet 
in the expression of overwhelming passion ‘and 
emotion was made up for, ina large measure, by a 
careful restraint, of manner anda robust ‘reading 
that was not at all marred by the usual suspicion of 
rant. This, as all play-goers have read, was Ed: 
mund Kean’s triumphant act; and the great Eng: 


lishman’s delivery of the curse against Sextus was, . 


according to all accounts, magnificent ‘with the fire 
and fury of a passion inspired by the loftiest virtue. 
But. if Mr. McCullough: fell short at this point 
of the play, he was in all respects imposing in the 
remaining scenes. The blending of assumed mad- 
ness and hidden strength of resolve in the opening 
act was aa fine as anything of the Kind we have 
seen; his heroism was truly heroic; his spiritual 
grandeur full of deep, clear beauty; his fath- 
his © sol- 
dierly bearing rugged with the .foree of a 
dauntless. courage, But. it was ‘above’ all 
in the last act—in. that. rare and» .pathetic 
closing scene which is one of Payne’s claims to 
popular remembrance—that Mr. MoCullough’s tal- 
ent, manner, bearing, and training. were shown 
most advantageously. His. performance through- 
out this scene was, pictorially, more impressive 
even than his performance in “‘ Virginius;” its dra- 
matio strength, though restrained carefully, was 
profoundly moving, lofty; and majestic.) ‘The in- 
exorable harshness of the Judge and the immeas- 
urable yearning of the father. were blended in this 
performance with an art.as earnest as it was true. 
Its pathos and its nobility of design were equally 
effective: On the whole, Mr. McCuliough’s Brutus 
will rank with his few completely fine impersona- 
tions; and he would act wisely in giving this part a 
more prominent place in his repertory. : 

At the end of the representation of “ Brutus,” 
Mr. McCullongh was called out enthusiastically, 
and was obliged to make a “farewell’’ speech. 6 
may be recalled here that this actor begins an en- 
gagement in London next April, and that he will 
be seen .for the last time here to-night.
